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The  growth  of  public  libraries  in  the  United  States  has  been  com¬ 
mented  upon  as  one  of  the  remarkable  features  of  our  American  system 
of  progress.  There  is  hardly  a  single  division  of  our  government  that 
has  not  adopted  this  form  of  educational  service.  According  to  the  latest 
report  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Education  there  are  over  18,000  regu¬ 
larly  established  libraries  in  the  United  States,  containing  more  than 
75  000,000  volumes.  There  are  2849  libraries  each  containing  volumes  to 
the  number  of  5000  or  over,  of  which  1844  are  classified  as  public  and 
society  libraries  and  1005  are  school  and  college  libraries.  Public  and 
society  libraries  have  an  aggregate  of  over  50,000,000  volumes,  with 
7  000  000  borrowers’  cards  in  force.  Libraries  reporting  from  1000  o 
5000  ’volumes  number  5453,  of  which  2188  are  public  and  association 
libraries,  and  3265  educational  or  college  libraries.  These  libraries  con¬ 
tain  11,689,942  volumes.  Another  group  of  still  smaller  libraries,  re¬ 
porting  from  300  to  1000  volumes  each,  increase  the  total  by  2,961,007 

volumes.  .  ...... 

To  show  the  part  that  Kansas  is  taking  in  the  extension  of  this  service 

to  the  people,  the  state  librarian  has  gathered  reports  from  all  of  the 
public,  society  and  institutional  libraries  in  the  state,  up  to  June  30, 
1916,  and  tabulated  them  for  reference. 

Similar  statistics  were  compiled  in  1910,  reports  being  received  from 
140  libraries.  The  reports  compiled  in  1916  are  from  193  libraries,  not 
including  school  libraries,  making  a  gain  of  53. 

Of  the  total  of  193  libraries  listed  126  are  free,  and  67  subscription 
or  fee  libraries.  Of  the  same  total  103  are  supported  by  tax,  82  by  do¬ 
nations  and  fees,  and  8  by  endowment.  The  list  embraces  176  public  and 
institutional  libraries  and  17  society  libraries.  Nearly  all  of  them  are 
classified  in  some  form,  the  greater  part  of  them  by  the  Dewey  system. 
Only  19  report  no  classification — chiefly  the  smaller  association  libraries 

in  which  no  regular  librarian  is  employed. 

Library  of  Congress  cards  are  used  in  35  libraries,  56  local  libraries 
make  use  of  the  Kansas  traveling  libraries,  and  46  library  boards  pay 
the  expenses  of  their  librarians  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Kansas 
Library  Association,  although  these  payments  in  some  instances  are  not 
made  every  year. 

According  to  the  statistics  compiled  in  1910  there  were  27  Carnegie 
library  buildings  in  Kansas,  of  the  value  of  $513,000.  Now  there  are  58 
such  buildings,  of  the  value  of  $957,700,  a  gain  in  six  years  of  31  in 
number  and  $444,700  in  value. 

In  1910  there  were  27  other  libraries,  owning  buildings  to  the  value 
of  $299,600.  Now  there  are  32  such  libraries,  owning  buildings  to  the 
value  of  $1,076,350,  a  gain  in  six  years  of  5  in  number  and  $766,750  in 

value.  . 

The  total  of  the  two  classes  of  library  buildings  owned  in  1910  was 
$832,900.  The  total  in  1916  is  $2,034,050,  a  gain  of  $1,201,150  in  six 
years,  or  more  than  70  per  cent.

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KANSAS  BOOKS. 

Efforts  are  being  made  by  many  of  the  libraries  in  the  state  to  ac¬ 
cumulate  a  shelf  of  Kansas  books  to  the  number  of  100,  representing  the 
best  product  of  Kansas  authors,  or  authors  writing  about  Kansas,  each 
author  to  be  represented  by  one  book. 

In  response  to  several  requests  the  State  Librarian  has  prepared  such 
a  list  to  meet  the  evident  demand,  and  the  books  are  named  below.  As 
some  of  the  books  are  long  out  of  print,  the  list  has  been  expanded  to 
132  authors.  The  books  bearing  the  earlier  dates  of  publication  are,  as  a 
rule,  difficult  to  procure,  but  many  of  the  rarest  volumes  are  at  times 
available  through  special  sales  and  bargain  lists. 

The  limitation  of  one  book  to  each  author’s  name  has  required  an  ar¬ 
bitrary  selection,  and  the  compiler  has  endeavored  to  choose  either  the 
particular  author’s  best-known  work  or  the  production  most  closely  iden¬ 
tified  with  Kansas.  In  most  instances  the  list  contains  Kansas  books  by 
Kansas  authors.  It  will  be  understood  that  the  inclusion  of  all  the  works 
of  the  principal  Kansas  authors  would  swell  the  list  to  hundreds  of 
volumes.  The  list  herewith  is  offered  merely  as  a  suggestion  for  acquir¬ 
ing  a  shelf  of  permanent  publications  fairly  representative  of  Kansas 
literature.
